Sprinkler Irrigation Produces Good Cotton 
At Dick Sinner Ranch, Alta Vista District 


Sprinkler irrigation is pay- 
“ing off on cotton for Dick Sinner, 
Alta Vista district farmer, who 
now has 50 acres under the 
sprinkler system and who is 
probably the first farmer in this 
area to attempt the irrigation 
of cotton with sprinklers. 
Although there are bad spots 
in his fields, the result of heavy 
grading of top soil during levell- 
ing, the field average is excell- 
ent and in some areas, the cotton 
is more than 4% feet tall. 
Mr. Sinner gets his water sup- 
ply from two, five-horse pumps 
that throw from 12 to 15 inches 
of water each. With this amount 
of water, he is able to cover his 
50-acre field every 10 days, with 
sprinklers changed every three 
hours throughout the day and 
night. 
To reach the extreme edges, 
it is mecessary to run water 


through a four inch line for a 
half mile, however, at the end 
of this line he is still able to 
run 30 sprinklers without a 
booster pump. 

The irrigation pipe is of the 
light, portable type. About 45 
minutes ig required to change 
settings. 

Mr. Sinner states that on the 
light, sandy loam of his ranch, 
he is able to cover as much area 
with his sprinklers as he former- 
‘ly did, in the same period of time 


with 60 inches of ditch water.

student responsibility and lead- 
ership. : 

In commenting on the educa- 
tional program, Mr. Easterbrook 
stated that he is ‘‘old-fashioned” 
enough to believe that when stu- 
dents get out of school they 
should have a knowledgé of the 
basic studies - - - reading, writ- 
ing, spelling and arithmetic. At 
the same time, he said, a sense 
of social relationship must be 
He also 
said that he is 100 per cent in 
favor of special educational pro- 
grams and that in the athletic 
field, he hopes to step up the 
program, 

“The primary thought behind 
the school program,” Mr. Easter- 
brook said, “is to run the school 
for the students.” 

He said that more emphasis 
will be placed on adult educa- 
tion, both on a high school and 
junior college level and that the 
attendance setup of the school 
will be reorganized. 

Concerning the junior college, 
he said that the aim will be to 
offer an inviting program of 
study that will attract all the 
college students in the area serv- 
ed. 

In general, the new superin- 
tendent stated, he and the school 
board, will attempt to provide 
the best educational program 
and the best physical plant that 
the community can afford and 
wants. The decision on how far 
the school will go along this line 
depends upon the wishes of com- 
munity residents. 

Mr. Easterbrook invited any- 
one interested in school problems 
to drop in for discussion or 
answers to questions. He stated 
that the school represents a “‘big 
business” that operates on more 
than a half million dollars year- 
ly.

with sprinklers is running con- 
siderably less.

So far, there is no apparant 
damage from sprinkler water 
to blooms or bolls. Incidentally, 
Mr. Sinner states that blooms 
close as soon as the sprinkler 
water strikes them, And, in ad- 
dition, there seems to be a ten- 
dency for sprinkler water to keep 


down pests, since Mr. Sinner has - 


had no trouble with any types, 
following early-season thrip. 

As a sidelight on sprinkler 
possibilities, Mr. Sinner has a 
short row of gyp corn on one 
side of his cotton field. This 
corn is producing a good crop 
under sprinklers. 

Following the cotton irriga- 
tion season, Mr. Sinner plans 
to move his sprinklers to an ad- 
joining piece of pasture land 
to start a fall crop of feed.

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Production From Farms Will Keep Pace 
With Increase Of National Population 


BY GLEN T. BARTON 
Bureau of Ag. Economics 

During the next generation, 
U. S. farmers will continue to 
provide enough meat, grains, 
milk, fruits, vegetables, cotton, 
and other products to adequate- 
ly feed and cloth our rapidly 
growing population. At the same 
time, they will be able to main- 
tain soil resources providing a 
continuing emphasis is placed 
on conservation. 

Our . agricultural production 
always has shown a strong ten- 
dency to increase, Since 1910, 
farm outpgit in the United States 
has risen more than two-thirds 
and is now about 30 percent 
above the 1935-39 average. If 
we have relatively prosperous 
conditions during the next quar- 
ter century, farm production wil] 
increase as fast as, or slightly 
faster than, our total population. 
Under ‘less prosperous conditions, 
farm output would increase less 
rapidly. In any event, production 
prospects are such that per cap- 
its cosnumption. can at least 
be maintained at about current 
near-record levels.

The course of agricluture pro- 
duction in future decades will 
depend chiefly on the trend in 
farm technology and the rate 
at which farmers adopt improv- 
ed production practices. Pro- 
ductivity of plants and animals 
will increase further, and out- 
put per acre and per animal will 
rise. Even greater use of fertil- 
izer, lime, improved varieties 
improved strains of 
livestock, and better-balanced ra- 
tions will make this possible. 


Drainage of soil ETAOI ETA’ 


Drainage, irrigation, and ex- 
panded use of soil conserving 
and soil-building practices will 
add to the volume of farm out- 
put. But there is likely to be 
relatively little net addition to 
our cropland during the next 
two or three decades. Although 
several million acres will be 
brought in through irrigation, 
drainage and clearing; some of 
the poorer land will be retired 
from crop production. 

Farmers will continue to shift 
to machinery power. Since 1918, 
more than 55 million acres of 
cropland have been released 
from, production of feed for 
horses and mules to production 


of food and fiber for human use. | 


In the next generation, 15 to 
20 million acres more probably 
will’ be similarly released. 

High levels of economic ac- 
tivity would have a much great- 
er effect in increasing farm pro- 
duction than lower levels would 
have in decreasing it. If eco- 
nomic activity is at some inter- 
mediate level over the next gen- 
eration, however, it would be 
a definite drag on the rate of 
increase in farm output. There 
would be less incentive for in- 
creasing the practices that in- 
volve considerabble cash outlay. 
Even so, it is doubtful if- farm 
‘output would be reduced more 
than 5 to 10 percent below what 
would be expected with high 
level economic activity over the 
décade 1965-75. 

Further rises in output per 
worker, per acre, and per ani- 
mal, together with increased) 
mechanization, will mean more 
efficient production as well as 
a greater volume of output. For

decades, progressivevly fewer 
numbers of farm workers should 
be able to produce an adequate

Alfalfa Worm 
Control Methods 
Given By Advisor 


Because- of widespread infes- 
tation of worms in alfalfa in 
Tulare county, the Agricultura] 
service of the University of Cali- 
fornia suggests that farmers 
watch their fields carefully anq 
take control measures if the 
infestation of worms builds up 
to a high number. Fortunately, 
contral measyres are usually, 
simple and depend upon manage- 
ment of the field 

Three practices are recom- 
mended which take care of most 
infestations, said Bulare County 
Assistant Farm Advisor Ralph 
L. Worrell: Early mowing, hea- 
vy irrigation, and sulphuring. 
if a high population of worms 
1s noticed the field should be 
mowed earlier than usual, per- 
haps four days to a week sooner. 
This will reduce the amount of 
damage to the alfalfa. 

After the field is mowed and 
the hay taken off, a heavy’ irri- 
gation will kill many of the 
worms, Leave the water on the 
field several hours during the 
daytime if this is possible. 

If a worm infestation is found 
within two or three weeks after 
mowing, good control can usu- 
ally be obtained by dusting the 
field’ with sulphur, applying 
from 75 to 100 lbs. per acre.

: Under such a situation the only logical step was to cut out 
private use. For under any situation, the use of public equipment 
for private gain, even though that equiment is rented by the pri- 
vate individual, is questionable, and certainly when there is not 
enough time or equipment to serve both the individual and the 
public, then it is the public that must be considered.

Newcastle'Vaccines 


Getting Results 
BY W. F. ROONEY 

Assistant Farm Advisor 

During July, the State De- 
partment of Agriculture an- 
nounced the release of two com- 
mercial live Newcastle vaccines. 

Since these vaccines are new 
and alive, caution is urged in 
their use. Live virus vaccine 
on trials in California has not 
produced any serious mortality 
or harmful effects on rather 
large numbers of chickens and 
on a few turkeys. 

Following vaccination there 
has been occasional: mortality 
and a delayed respiratory di- 
sease which has thus far, not 
been serious. Birds should be in 
good-condition. Results indicate 
a substantial immunity is pro- 
duced by this vaccine. One inves- 
tigator states that a life long 
immunity is produced. 

The vaccine should not~-be 
used before the birds reach one 
month of age because of a nat- 
ural immunity many chicks have 
up to that age. It can be used 
up to four or five months but 
on, laying birds a marked drop 
in egg production may occur. 
as often seen with the natural 
infection. 

We know that the virus is 
very easily air borne, There- 
fore, when introducing the live 
vaccine on the ranch the birds 
other than those vaccinated 
should be immune as a result 
of previous vaccination or a na- 
tural outbreak. 

Vaccine is applied by the 
stick method in the web of the 
wing just as fowl pox vaccine 
is often applied. No noticeable 
“take” of scab is formed. At 
present the use of fowl pox and 
live Newcastle vaccine at the 
same time is not recomended 
since combining the two may 
cause an increase in mortality.

Accord- 
ing to R. H. Anderson, assistant 
farm advisor, many experiment 
station results have shown this 
to be the case...He cites one ex- 
ample. of supplemental feeding 
where the supplemented cattle 
gained 152 lbs. per head in 88 
days as compared to only 56 lbs. 
gain on the non-supplemental 
cattle during the same period.

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native feed is extremely low. A 
protein concentrate, such as, cot- 
tonseed meal or cake, will great- 
ly improve the ration. 


When grazing is short, some 
dry roughage should also be fed. 
Grain feeding on the range is 
generally unnecessary. 

Vitamin A supplements such 
as alfalfa hay is necessary when 
cattle have not had access to 
any green feed for two or three 
months.’ This is especially im- 
portant in the beef breeding 
herd. 

Mr. Anderson says feeder cal- 
ves and yearlings will carry more 
weight and bloom and will be 
in much better shape to make 
rapid gains in the feed lot if 
they are supplemented with ap- 
proximately 1% lbs. of cotton- 
seed cake per head per day after 
the native feed becomes dry and 
leached. : ‘ 


Breeding cows will carry more 
flesh into ,the fall and winter 
season and will be in condition 
to produce larger, healthier 
calves and a greater milk flow 
if they receive f to 2 lbs. of 
cake as the grass becomes dry. 
He also warns: stockmen to be 
aware of vitamin A _ shortages 
where cattle are grazing an na- 
tive feed during a prolonged 
dry season.

farrowing down only eight per 
cent from’ last year in contrast 
with an expected drop of about 
11 per cent, 

In addition, the number of 
pigs saved per litter is high, with 
the national figure running 6.44 
as compared to the average, 6.23, 
Breeding intentions for fall in- 
dieate that pig production will 
be short of the goal set by the 
department of agriculture, which 


called for a 10 per cent increase 


over last year. 

The spring pig crop amounted 
to 51,421,000 head, down about 
1.4 million head as compared 
to 1947.

European Cotton 
Sales Situation 


Is Discussed . 


BY Wm. E. GILFILLAN 
Farm Advisor 


The amount of American cot- 
ton sold to Burope in years to 
come will depend on several 
things. A report based on a re- 
cent survey by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture showed that 
Europe has been using more U. 
S. cotton since the war ended. 
However, the situation may 
change when the economic as- 
sistance program ends. 

Between the two World wars, 
the European countries took 
two-thirds of our cotton exports. 
Western European cotton mills 
have run largely on American 
fiber since the end of World war 


“II, But because of the shortage 


of dollar exchange, payment has 
been made either with loans or 


_on credit. As long as the econom- 


is aid programs continue, there’ll 
be much American cotton used 
in Europe. : 
However, cotton acreage is 
increasing in other countries. 
Brazil, Argentina, India, and 
Africa were al] finding markets 
for their cotton in Europe be- 


.fore the war. The synthetic-fi- 


ber industry was expanding ra- 
pidly at that time, too, and is 
expected to increase. 

When aid programs end, the 
situation in the world’s cotton 
markets will depend upon the 
supply of foreign cotton, the 
amount of restoration of the syn- 
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thetic-fiber industry, the price 
of U. S. cotton, and the ability 
of European countries to buy 
our cotton. 


Cotton Support 
Prices Are High - 


Cotton support prices have 
been set by the United States 
department of agriculture that 
wil] assure local and San Joaquin 
valley growers $150 per bale or 
better, it was reported this week, 
with the average rate being 
28.79 a pound for the base grade 
of 7/8 inches middling cotton, 
gross weight, or the equivalent 
of 30.74 cents a pound for 15/16 
inch middling. « 

The support price is based, 
according to the law, on a price 
not less than 92.5 per cent of the 
parity price of cotton, which 
is reported to be 31.12 cents.

ing estimated at from 800,000 
to 850,000 bales.

Pro- 
tect your cords from friction— 
they should not be’ run over 
nails or around pipes or radia- 
tors, Place jthem where they 
won’t be stepped on, tripped 
over, or crushed by furniture.

Avoid overloading—one cord 
cannot be expected to handle a 
light, toaster, and flatiron all 
at the same time.

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Color And Shape 
Important Items 
In Buying Melons 


Poking, pinching, picking up 
and smelling cantaloupes, as well . 
as other fresh fruits and. vege- 
tables, is no longer good eti- 
quette, says Walter J. Cordua, 
assistant farm advisor of the Un- 
iversity of California Agricul- 
tural Extension service. 

Probably no other fruit in the 
markets is the object of more 
abuse than the cantaloupe. Hand- 
ling does. not assure the shop- 
per that the fruit will be of the | 
best quality, and it leads to a 
high percentage of spoilage. 
Growers are now picking their 
cantaloupes at the stage where 
they come away from the stem 
clean instead of broken, which 
assures full ripeness. ., P 

There are three things to look 
for in choosing a good melon. 
The first is its color. A good 
cantaloupe is light yellow, not 
green. The second is that it is 
fully netted from the stem to 
the blossom end, The vein-like 
netted covering should be full 
and rounded and should stand 
up from the melon about one- 
sixteenth of an inch. If it is 
well-ripened, the netting will be 
close together, rounded and 
cracked. The third thing to ob- 
serve is the shape of the melon 
Choose one that is well-rounded, 
not pointed. . 

Mr. Cordua says sunburned 
melons should be avoided. They 
can be recognized by a smooth, 
whitish area on ‘the surface 
where the netting and the skin 
have been partially destroyed.

High-Quality 
Sulfur Cheaper 


High-quality, clean sulfur is 
cheaper, in the long run for sul- 
furing peaches, than the poor- 
er grades, explains A. D. Rizzi, 
assistant county advisor. If the 
sulfur is of good quality, and 
burned in a_ well-constructed 
sulfur. house, it will consume 
from 95 to 100 percent of its 
weight in burning. Very little 
residue will be left in the pan. 
A poor grade sulfur will leave a 
large amount of dark-colored 
residue. 

If the slag ieft in the burner 
is yellow. it means the supply 
of fresh air in the sulfur house 
is not enough to keep the sul- 
fur burning. 

Under normal conditions, se- 
ven pounds of sulfur will burn 
for three hours in a pan ten to 
twelve inches in diameter. The 
sulfur should be completely burn- 
ed when the house is opened. In 
fact, most recomended sulfur- 
ing times call for the fruit to 
remain in the house for awhile 
after the burn is completed. 
This gives the fruit a chance 
to absorb all the remaining sul- 
fur dioxide. 

Sulfur melts almost immedi- 
ately when it is lighted, The li- 
quid formed then burns on top 
until it. is consumed. If bits of 
straw, matches, paper, oil, sack- 
ing material, or other impurities 
are present, they will melt first 
and leave a film of ash. This 
film floats on the top and smo- 
thers the burning sulfur. If the 

, slag left in the pan is black, 
it shows impurities were pre- 
sent. 

Sulfur should be stored care- 
fully and kept dry and clean. 
It should not be kept near oil 
or kerosene as -the fumes will 
destroy its efficiency by decreas- 
ing the amount which will burn.

crop. Practically all wheat grow- 
ers in ‘the county suffered. se- 
vere damage from last ‘winter’s 
drought and those who ‘were 
covered by ‘insurance are now 
reaping its benefits. It is esti- 
mated that the Corporation will 
pay to insured growers in Tul- 
are County about $300,000 for 
this year’s wheat losses. 

Several changes have been 
made in the new contract which 
will be of interest to wheat 
producers. These changes have 
been made with the idea of of- 
fering to the farmer enough 
insurance to adequately ‘pro- 
tect his investment and at a 
low enough cost in premium for 
him to carry the insurance year 
after year as part of his regular 
operating costs. 

Over a period of years, the 
Corporation is required to oper- 
ate the Program in such a man- 
mer that enough in premiums 
will be collected to equal the 
‘@mount paid out in loss claims. 
‘As in the past, the administra- 
tive expenses for operating the 
program wil lbe bern by the 
Federal Government as a service 
to farmers. | ke 

In general, the average cover- 
age per acre has been lowered, 
but the premium rate has also 
been reduced more than enough 
to offset the lower coverage. 
‘This gives the grower protec- 
tion for his investment at a 
lower cost, A five percent, reduc- 
tion in the total premium is of- 
fered ‘where a farmer pays his 
premium in cash before February 
28, 1949. Several other changes 
such as the manner of calcula- 
ting losses and setting up farm 
coverages will be of interest to 
wheat farmers. 

All applications for insurance 
must be signed’ on or before Sept- 
ember 15, 1948. This closing 
date is considerable earlier than 
has been the case in previous 
years and producers who want 
this protection are urged to sign 
up as soon as possible. 

The Corporation will have re- 
presentatives in the field to ex- 


plain the program to interested

farmers and to take their appli- 
cations. A card, letter or phone 
call to ‘the county office: will 
bring a representative who will 
have all the necessary informa- 
tion to explain the program and 
how it applies to an individual 
farm,

Fruit Prices 


Decline Since War 


Fruit prices have declined 30 
Percent since the war while all 
other product prices are roughly 
50 per cent higher, Thus Agsis- 
tant Farm Advisor A. D. Rizzi 
summarizes a survey by George 
B, Alcorn, specialist in market- 
ing for the University of Cali- 
ffornia Agricultural Extension 
service, 

Fruit prices and all farm 
Product prices since 1910 have 
moved up or down together un- 
til 1946. In that year, fruit 
prices began their decline, while 
other farm products continued 
to rise. 

Fruit is the only major group 
of farm products which is lower- 
priced now than druing the war. 
One reason for this is the lack 
of foreign demand for fruit, 
while other farm products are 
high because of the unusual 
postwar foreign demand for food. 

Mr, Rizzi points out that in 
the prewar period fruit was the 
important food export item, ex- 
cept in 1937 and 1938 when ex- 
ceeded by grain. There were 
most important food export item, 
except in 1937 and 1938 when 
exceeded by grain. There were 
only two agricultural export 
items that were larger than 
fruit—cotton and tobacco. 

In the period 1920-40 fruit 
exports were two and one-half 
to three times as large as they 
were before the 1920’s. How- 
ever, World War II left Europ- 
ean countries without purchas- 
ing por to buy fruits and ex- 
ports since the war have been 
mainly subsidized relief ship- 


ments.
